The president's letter on the subject 
Was read to both houses at today’s 
session. None could be found to de- 
fend it. 

“Irreconcilables"” looked upon the 
suggestion as another roundabout 
scheme to get the United States en- 
tangled in the Versailles pact. 

Feel Sentimental Claims. 

The “irreconsilables” pointed out 
they felt sentimental pressure for aid- 
ing Belgium in any way in return for 
its gallant resistance but feared to set 
a dangerous precedent. 

It is said veiled threats are begin- 
ning to come over the cables from 
Patis that the United States cannot 
expect payment of the allied indebted- 


ness, amounting to $10,000,000,000, un-
